When his father and m o th er went 
to the 
centennial 
Exposition at 
Philadelphia, their 16 year-old son 
decided to attend a national politi­ 
cal convention. 
Although he did 
not have a pass to a s s u r e a d m is­ 
sion to the convention hall, he did, 
however, have an effective smile 
that 
won 
the cooperation 
of a 
friendly policem an who helped him 
into the hall by the way of a win­ 
dow. 
T he national convention w astha* 
of the D em ocratic p a rty being held 
at St 
Louis in the su m m e r of 1876. 
and the young man craw ling thru 
the window wa - William Jennings 
Bryan, w h o s e birthday ann iversary 
is M arch 19. 
This was his first, 
but by no m eans his last, attend ­ 
ance a ta national political con­ 
vention. 
The youth was g reatly im p re ss­ 
ed by the men of national prom in­ 
ence he saw there 
He was like­ 
wise* im p ressed by their able and 
persuasive speeches and also by 
the glim pses of the broad work 
ings of dem o cracy that the occa­ 
sion afforded. 
Born at Salem 
H owever, young B ryan could not 
have d ream ed that within a co m ­ 
paratively few y ears he would a p ­ 
p ear as the dom inant figure at a 
sim ilar convention, m ake one of 
the m ost noted political speeches 
in 
the 
nation’s 
history, 
and 
be 
nom inated 
as 
cand idate for the 
presidency, the youngest such can 
didate of a m ajor political party. 
B ryan 
was born at 
Salem 
in 
Marion county, Illinois, on March 
19. 1860, the son of Silas Billard 
and M an ah Jennings Bryan 
His 
birthplace is still standing, well- 
stocked with m em entos that recall 
events of his life tim e 
Located 
on a main street about three blocks 
south of the square in Salem the 
home* is v is it ed by m any people 
When William was five or six 
y ears old his fath er bought a large* 
farm adjoining the town on the 
northw est 
Here the eld er Bryan 
fulfiller] a boyhood d rea m by build­ 
ing a large* dwelling of brick*- m ade 
a short way north of th e building 
site 
He also built a fine set of 
outbuildings and enclosed fourteen 
acres southeast of the dwelling as 
a d e e r park 
It was the* practice of the father, 
while- the* building operations were 
under way, te> drive out often and 
observe the progress being m ade 
On one of these trips young Wil 
ham was allowed to place bricks 
on a sm all piece of board and c a r ­ 
ry them to the* m asons, thus help­ 
ing to build the* house- 
C hristian Home 
It was on this farm and about 
t h i s spacious hom e 
t h a t 
William 
grew to young manhood 
It was 


also h ere that he received his ele­ 
m entary education, his m o th er be­ 
ing the 
teac h er 
Bryan 
records 
that sh e w as a rath er stern and 
exacting teacher, evidently a b e­ 
liever in the philosophy expressed 
by the old adage, “ Spare the rod 
and spoil the child ” William also 
helped 
with the farm work and 
with the daily chores. 
The B ryan hom e was a devoutly 
Christian one, family worship se r­ 
vices being held regularly three 
tim es daily 
In later life William 
spoke of this fam ily custom and 
indicated 
the 
pleasure 
that 
the 
m em ories of those occasions a f­ 
forded him, Considering this p r a c ­ 
tice in the B ryan home it is not 
difficult to understand the deeply 
religious cast of W illiam’s th ink ­ 
ing. 
When 15-years old. William was 
sent to Whipple Academy in J a c k ­ 
sonville. 
He continued in atten d ­ 
ance at the academ y and at the 
college there until 1881, when he 
was g rad u ate d as valedictorian of 
his class. 
Admitted to Bar in 1883 
The next two years were sp ent in 
attendance 
at 
Union College of 
Law or in reading law in the office 
of L ym an Trum bull, both located 
in Chicago. 
He was adm itted to 
the b ar in tim e to open an office 
in Jacksonville on July 4, 
1883 
After four y ears there, with r e a ­ 
sonable 
success. 
Bryan 
m ade 
a 
trip to Lincoln, N ebraska, liked the 
w estern town and decided to m ove 
to it. 
He was 
successful in his law 
practice in Lincoln, but was more 
successful in politics and on the 
lecture platform 
His success in 
these fields led him to practically 
abandon law when he was elected 
to the national house of re p re se n ta ­ 
tives in 1890. 
In 1894 Bryan was 
defeated in a contest for a seat in 
the United States senate and short 
Iv 
th ereafter 
becam e 
the editor 
of a p ap er 
At about this time* 
Bryan 
began to attract national 
attention as a platform speakcY 
In 18% he was a delegate to the 
national convention of the Demo 
crats in Chicago 
The question of 
using silver, along with gold, as 
a basis for our national currency 
was 
before the country. 
Bryan 
was one of the staunchest advo­ 
cates of the plan 
A ppearing be­ 
fore the convention to advance the 
cause of silver, he captivated the 
audience with his famous “ Cross 
of Gold” speech, which he c lim ax ­ 
ed with the m em orable sentence, 
“ You shall not press down upon 
the brow of labor this crown of 
thorns, you shall not crucify m a n ­ 
kind upon a cross of gold.” 
Plan to D ism antle Ruins 
The setting for this speech could 
not 
have 
been 
better arran g ed 
The crowd w as electrified. 
Five 


ballots later Bryan was nom inated 
as the D em ocratic candidate for 
president, a far cry from the day 
some 
20 y ears before 
when 
a 
friendly policeman had helped him 
through the window and into the 
convention hall in St 
Louis. Over 
many years and at later conven­ 
tions, Bryan was to rem ain a d o m ­ 
inant figure in his party. 
A

farm w here William grew to young 
manhood has recently been pur 
chased by a citizen of Salem and 
it is planned to dism antle the ruins 
of the old hom e northw est of town 
Thus will disap pear a lan d m ark 
connected with another of the fam 
(•us sons that Southern Illinois has 
“ exported.”

Gov’t to Print 
First New 
Map Since 1941 


WASHINGTON IP - The United 
States acquired a new look tod ay­ 
in color 
The new dress is the first official 
m ap of the country since 1941 
It 
w as unveiled before Secretary of 
Interior Douglas McKay, other de 
p a rtm e n t officials, and appropriate 
news cam eras. 
The new m ap —in nine colors— 
is making a belated ap p earan ce 
Congress ordered a 
m ap printed 
in 1880 with re issues every two 
years. This schedule w as followed 
for many years 
But after the 1941 
m ap, what with a shooting war, 
a cold war, and the K orean inbro 
glio, the project 
got lost in the 
shuffle 
The 1941 edition last w as printed 
in 1948 hor several y e a rs Congress 
didn't appropriate any money to 
re issue the m ap or p rep are a new 
one. 
But the legislators changed 
this on Ju ne I, 1953, by adopting a 
resolution authorizing a new map. 
C olossal Job 
So the bureau of land m anage 
m ent put it together and tile geo­ 
logical survey printed 
it on the 
largest m ap press the governm ent 
owns, 
The job of printing the m ap is 
colossal. The m ap is so big—seven 
by five feet—that it m ust be print 
cd in halves. 
Each half must take 
nine exacting trips 
through 
the 
p ress—one trip 
for 
each 
color. 
This m ea n s that for a whole map, 
18 im pressions must he m ade. 
The first 
printing of the m ap 
will run 40.000 copies 
L ater print 
ings undoubtedly will run into h un­ 
dreds of thousands of copies. 
In­ 
terior D epartm ent officials believe 
the big m ap will becom e a best 
seller, despite the $4 price 
The first 30.000 m aps are sched­ 
uled for m em bers of Congress 
rho 
senators and represen tatives prob­ 
ably will give most of them to 
schools, libraries, or just plain con 
stitu en ts—at the expense of all tax 
pay ers
